Outbreaks are reported from all over the 
country and many persons have been killed. 

As a forerunner of possible strife 2,000 
miners struck at Mons today in protest 
ag t the maintenance of the present gov- 
ent. 

In addition te the troubles at Lese and 
Verviers, where gendarmes fired upon a 
crowd, killing or wounding over fitty per- 
sons, among them two children, there was 
serious rioting at Bruges, Tournal, Louvain, 
Antwerp, and in this city. 


Mob Institutions of Clericals. 

A number of Jesuit colleges and Catholic 
institutions were attacked by mobs and the 
windows of the buildings smashed. The 
gendarmes charged the rioters with broad- 
swords, 

At Antwerp one battalion of scouts and a 
section of artillery of the civil guard goined 
the manifestants. They rebelied against 


| the police authority and vented their feelings 


in demolishing windows. 

Rloting continued throughout the night at 
Ghent. A score of persons were wounded in 
a fight with gendarmes. Mobs attacked sev- 
eral converts, breaking the windows of the 
buildings. The rioters also smashed all the 
windows in the stores on several streets. 

A mob at Verviers assailed the gendarmes 
with miseiles. The gendarmes charged re- 


| peatedly and when the rioters refused to dis- 


perse opened fire. Thirty of the mob peil. 
killed or wounded. Seven gendarmes wert 
injured. Many arrests were made. 


Want Provinces Separated. 

The favorite cries of the manifgstants are 
those demanding the administrative separa- 
tion of the Flemish and the Walloon prov- 
inces. Some of the newspapers report a 

wing sentiment among the working classes 
in the Walloon districts of the southeast in 
favor of the annexatiqn of their provinces 
to France. 

The agitation is spreading throughout the 
country, and 50,000 additional reserviste will 


‘be called out.

FISH ON MENU ALL THIS WEEK. 


New York Housewives, Aided by Re- 
tailers, Will Start Fight on High 
Cost of Meats. 


New York, June 4—There will be fish every 
day the rest of this week on the tables of 
the loyal members of the Housewives’ league. 

Having learned that tons of fresh food 
fish are being shipped weekly from Fulton 
market to be made into fertilizer on Barron 
island, Mrs. Julia Heath, president of the 
league, has sent letters to the staff officers 
representing the 176,000 members of the 
league, outlining a plan to take advantage 
of the low price of fish and incidentally to 
beat down the high price of meat. 

Wholesale fish dealers say the waste of 
tons of fish is due to the retailers keeping the 
price up, and to the fear of housewives that 
when fish is below the usual price it is nec- 
esearily stale and unfit to eat. 

Mrs. Heath says she has exacted prom- 
ises from a large number of retail fish deal- 
ers to coUperate with her in the plan to re- 
place meat with fish on the tables of mem- 
bers of the Housewives’ league. They have 
agreed not to raise the price as the demand 
for fish increases.

INVOLVES A $25,000 SUIT 


Street Car Company’s Counsel Brings 
Out Confession. 


Jury tampering brought to an abrupt halt 
a personal injury suit against the Chicago 
Reilways compeny, of which John M. Roach 
is the head. u the Superior court before 
Judge Hugo Pam yesterday. 

The judge immediately dismissed the jury | 
and started a court investigation which re- 
suited in contempt proceedings against one 
juror, the plaintiff, the principal witness in 
the suit and a hanger-on at the trial. 

Edward J. Kane, a steamfitter living at 
8611 Ada street, is the man charged with 
attempting the jury tampering. He ad- 
mitted to the court that he hed talked to 
Juror John A. Meyers, a city employé et 
the Thirty-ninth street pumping station, 
and questioned him about the sentiment of 
the jurors regarding the suit on trial. 


Court Questions Each Juror. 

The information regarding the interference 
with the jury was brought te the court by 
Attorney Patrick L. McArdie, counsel for the 
street railway company. Judge Pam imme- 
diately asked each juror if he had communi- 
cated with any one outside the court about 
the case, All answered in the negative ex- 
cept Juror Meyers. The ogurt then dismissed 
the jury, holding Meyers. The/personal in- 
jury suit, which is for $25,000, will have to 
be begun over again. 

Kane, who was brought into court by in- 
vestigators for the Chicago Railways com- 
pany, was questioned by the judge. He also

Kane admitted when questioned by the 
court that he had talked about the suit with 
Clark last Saturday and Sunday.

Tells of Talk with Plaintiff. 

When I was talking to Clark about the 
case on Saturday night in his saloon he asked 
me if I knew any of the jurors, Kane testi- 
fed. told him I thought I knew one or 
two of them. He then gave me a; card with 
the names of two of the jurors written on it. 
The names were those of Meyers and Philip 
Quinn, 5000 Lafayette avenue.

I borrowed &2 of 
him and told him I’d try to see both jurors. I 
did not see Quinn.“

“TY asked Meyers how the jury looked to 
him, and he told me that they locked all 
right,” continued Kane.

The latter ts de- 
clared to have trailed Kane to the city pump- 
ing statfonand to have received a confession 
from him that he had talked with the juror. 

Thie agent ot the company induced Kane 
to visit the office of Patrick L. McArdle, 
according to the story of court attachés. 
Kane is said to have made a full confession 
there yesterday noon. 

Clark denied on the witness stand that he 
had commissioned Kane to visit the jurors, 
but admitted having talked with him about 
the case and having lent him $8.

DEEDS BIG GIFT 


Conveys to Trustees for Chil- 
dren Real Estate Valued 
at $600,000. 


| FOUR SHARE THE INCOME. 


Action Follows Presents of Half 
Million Made to Each Two 
Years Ago. 


Charles W. Pardridge, 3200 Michigan ave- 
nue, believes that the best way for a father 
to insure the prosperity of his children is to 
give them money in trust. To give a son or 
a daughter half a million outright—and Mr. 
Pardridge two years ago made gifts of about 
that amount to each of his four children—he 
regards as an uncertain form of benevolence 
and placing a heavy responsibility on the 
beneficiary. Incidentally, though Mr,. Pard- 
ridge did not mention the fact, the state does 
not collect inheritance taxes on money left in 
trust. 

Mr. Pardridge yesterday added something 
like $50,000 to the income of his four chil- 
dren by the process of conveying to them 
downtown real estate valued at $600,000 in 
trust. The property, which consists of the 
seventeen story Schiller building in Ran- 
dolph street between Dearborn and Clark 
streets and the leasehold interest in the 
ground on which it stands, was conveyed to 
the Northern Trust company for the Princess 
Engalitcheff, Mrs. W. D. Sargent, Albert J., 
and Edward W. Pardridge. 

Mr. Pardridge paid $450,000 for the prop- 
erty more than a yearago. Since then it is 
held to have increased in value about 33 1-3 
per cent. 


Recalls Previous Gift. 

Mr. Pardridge’s previous gift to his chil- 
dren, when he gave them nearly half a mil- 
lion apiece, was made in the same way. He 
conveyed in trust the Reliance building end 
the leasehold interest in the ground on which 
it stands and the fee in the lot in State street 
at Calhoun place, under long term lease to 
Charles Netcher at an annual rental of 
$1,000. The Reliance building and the lease- 
hold are valued at about $700000 The fee 
in the lot mentioned,,capitalized at 4 per 
cent, ig worth $1,275,000. 

Mr. Pardridge said at night that his pref. 
erence for trust funds was due to the fact 
thet he considered them the only certain 
form of gift. 

** Suppose your father wanted to give you 
$100 a month for the rest of your life, how 
would be do it?” Mr. Pardridge asked. 

The visitor said he was sure he did not 
know, but that he would be glad to find out. 

“Why, he'd have to put a eum in trust,“ 
said’ the financier. ‘‘ How else could he be 
sure you would have it?” 

The visitor confessed he did pot know any 
other way. 


Prefers Realty to Annuities. 

“Of course, you.can buy annulties,“ Mr. 
Pardridge admitted, but his tone implied that 
he preferred real estate. 

„Thats all there is to it,“ Mr. Pardridge 
concluded. If you want to give your chil- 
dren money, just give it to them in trust, so 
that they will be sure to have it.”’ 

The reporter promised to do 80. 

Mr. Pardridge said he had paid so little 
attention to the property he has just given 
away that he did not know what the income 
was, but he thought it must be $40,000 or 
$50,000 a year. 

The Princess Engalitcheff and her husband 
expect to live in Paris, it is understood. They 
plan to leave June 10 and make their resi- 
dence abroad hereafter.

He admitted he voted in favor of reopening 
the case and advocated it and in so coing 
placed himself upon the ground of newly dis- 
covered evidence.

Calls Actiun Remarkable. 


“I am glad the senator interrupted me.” 
said Senator Kern, “ and I only beg to remind 
him that while Ive no doubt his mental 
processes were as he has stated, it is remark- 
able if he believed the senate had no power 
to do more than investigate or reinvestigate 
newly discovered evidence, that he voted for 
a resolution which commanded this com- 
mittee to go out and enter upon a full and 
complete investigation of all the facts and 
report back te the senate upon the original 
question that was submitted to the Burrows 
investigating committee in 1909. 

Tue time fora plea of former adjudication 
was when the senate was considering the 
question as to whether the case should be re- 
investigaied. After acquiescing in that ac- 
tion and, without objection or protest, tak- 
ing part in the proceedings before the com- 
mittee, using the process of the government 
in procuring the attendance of his witnesses 
before the committee at public expense, it is 
now too late for Senator Lorimer to be per- 
mitted to urge this remarkable defense. 


Cites Points Against Lorimer. 


Here, then, if it be shown in this evidence, 
new and old, that four malefactors have 
confessed to the participation in the cor- 
ruption; if it be shown that these men were 
corrupted by Lee O'Neil Browne and his 
accredited agent, Robert E. Wilson; if it be 
shown that Lee O'Neill Browne was the 
active and duly accredited agent of Senator 
Lorimer in the relationship; if the relation- 
ship between White and Browne and Lori- 
mer shoul be shown to have continued to 
near the time of the exposure; that Browne 
and Lorimer attempted to quiet White by 
bribing him, a Democrat, and appointing 
him in a Republican county office in Chicago; 
if it be shown that Senator Lorimer’s inter- 
est in Browne continued to be such that he 
paid $10,000 * of his funds to aid the de- 
tense in a cage where his guilt would un- 
mistakably have to be shown; if it be shown 
that a number of other Democratic members 
who had betrayed their people were éxhibit- 
ing simultatiecusly almost, in various parts 
of the state, $100 bills for which they were 
unable to account; H cifcumstances have 
multiplled since the former hearing dispel- 
ling all doubt as to the bribery of the legis- 
latora and other concerned malefactors, 
then, despite the report of the majority, the 
honor and integrity of the senete would 
demand affirmative action regardless of the 
defense of res adjudicata. 


Says He'll Prove Charges. 

“These things ‘which I have just enu- 
merated I propose in a subsequent part of 
thie address to show. Every member of the 
majority of this committee is a lawyer of 
experience and ability.” 

The senator asked why the majority mem- 
bers of the committee consented to conduct 
an arduous and costly investigation if they 
believe the senate under any circumstances 
would be powerless to act on their report. 

He said the answer of res adjudicata 
would not explain to the people why Lori- 
mer should continue to sit In the senate in 
spite of the proof of corruption of his elee- 
tion. 

„ cannot fall to think,” sald Senator Kern 
in conclusion, that the confessions of Link, 
Beckemeyer, and Holstlaw were discredited 
by the Burrows committee becauee of the 
allegation. that they had been coerced into 
making them by methods alleged to have 
been employed by the prosecuting officers of 
Cook and Satigamén counties, Illinois, yet 
those prosecuting officers were not permitted 
to refute those charges as they have been in 
this investigation. 

Although one of the alleged chief offend- 
ers, the distinguished and able prosecuting 
attorney of Cook county, III., was before 
the Burrows committee, he was not asked 
a single question on the subject of the co- 
ercion of these men. This case turns upon 
this question. 

Gentlemen, this charge is too serious and 
this evidence too strong that the course of 

justice should be thwarted by this miserable 
technical defense which was born out of the 
travail of the closing scene of the commit- 


tee’s hearing.”

PROTEST MADE IN VAIN. 


Leaves Appointment of Senator 
to Governor in Case. Lori- 
mer Is Ousted. 


Springfield, III., June 4.—The possibility of 
electing a United States senator to succeed 
William Lorimer was not sufficient induce- 
ment to prolong the two special sessions of 
the Forty-seventh general assembly. The 
house today concurred in the senate joint 
resolutions providing that when the two 
houses adjourned tomorrow they stand ad- 
journed sine die. 

Representatives Church and Carter led the 
fight against concurring in the resolutions. 
There was no demand for a roll call, and 
on a viva voce vote the ayes were prac- 
tically unanimous. 


Governor May Appoint Senator. 

“There is a condition in Illinois,” said 
Representative Church, which may result 
in a Vacancy in the senate in a day or two 
and therefore I am opposed to sine die ad- 
journment at this time.“ 

It you want the governor to appoint a 
senator, vote for this resobution,” said Rep- 
resentative Carter. I think this legisla- 
ture ig capable of electing a senator.” 

Should Senator Lorimer be unseated it now 


is within the power of Gov. Deneen to fil) | 


the vacancy by appointment until the next 
general assembly elects a bena tor to fill the 
unexpired term. Under this contingency 
the next legislature will be confronted with 
the task of naming two United States sena- 
tors. 


Appropriation Bills in Peril. 
The house did not have the required two- 
thirds present today to pass the remaining 


appropriation bills, and they will fall by the | 


wayside unless a two-thirdg majority can be 
secured for the final sessions tomorrow. 
Speaker Adkins said he would telegraph all 
absentees to be on hand tomorrow. 

The appropriation bills hanging in the bal- 
ance include $42,000 for repairs at the state 
fair grounds, $35,000 for the automobile de- 
partment, $35,000 for, factory inspection, $30,- 
000 for the grain department, and $130,000 
for the agricultural experiment station.

BATTLESHIP IN CRASH LIKE 
TITANIC’S; DAMAGE IS SLIGHT. 


Value of Subdivision of the Hull Into 
Large Number of Small Compart- 
ments Demonstrated. 


Washington, D. C., June 4.—The battle 
Ship Arkansas, when passing through Two 
Bush chanel entrance to Penobscot bay, 
Sunday afternoon, touched bottom. 

Capt. Fechteler, president of the naval n- 
spection board which reached Rockland. 
Me., last night, reported to the navy depart- 
ment today that the ship met with an acci- 
dent similar to that which eank the Titanic. 

The value of the naval system of sub- 
division of the hull into a large number of 
small compartments is believed to have been 
demonstrated by the accident, for the blow 
to the Arkansas is thought to have been just 
uch @ clip as the heel of the iceberg in- 
flictel upon the bottom of the Titanic. 

At the point where the Titanic wae struck 
there were no inner compartments, not even 
coal bunkers, but only the thin skin of the 
ship. 

Navai constructors today said that had the 
Arkansas not been subdivided doubtless it 
would have gone to the bottom also, The 
damage to the Arkansas was slight, and ft 
was able to go out again today to finish its 
trial.

„ QUARTERS4N OTIS BUILDING. 


Acquires Banking Floor at Southwest 
Corner of West Madison and 13 Salle 
Streets for Ten Years. 


After protracted negotiations, in which 
other banks figured, the banking floor of 
the new Otis building at the southwest cor- 
ner of West Madison and La Salle streets 
has been leased to the State Bank of Chicago. 

The lease also covers a store with a front- 
age of forty feet on the ground floor on La 
Salle street to be used for savings bank pur- 
poses and space in the basement for a safety 
deposit department. 

The lease is for ten years, with an option 
for an extension for ten years, but the rent 
to be paid is withheld. 

The bank will occupy about 20,000 square’ 
feet on the banking floor and about 5.000 
square feet with the safety deposit veults 
in the basement. 

Much will have to be done to prepare the 
new quarters for the occupancy of the bank, 
such as the installation of vaulta, and itis 
not expected the bank will take possession 
within three or four months at the outside. 

The bank is now in the Chamber of Com- 
merce building at La Salle and Washington 
streets, in the rooms formerly occupied by 
the Northern Trust company. It moved to 
this location from the Marine building at 
Lake and La Salle streets, which it had oc- 
cupied from the time of its organization in 
February, 1891, when its charter for ninety- 
nine years was issued.

The party that declares for economy pro- 
poses to achieve it by cutting down the 
battleship program and the cavalry force, 
while refusing to cut down obsolete army 
pasts and navy yards. 

It proposes to economize by reducing 
the efficiency of our defenses while refusing 
to adopt measures to reduce their illegiti- 
mate or unnecessary cost. 

It proposes to economize by reducing na- 
tional insurance, not by reducing its expense 
but by reducing its amount. 

The cause of this distortion of values is 
that the leaders now in control of Demo- 


of statesmen. They are suffering from the 
myopia of the politician. They are not 


concerned with building up a great com 


structive governmental! policy, but with try- 
ing to insure an immediate political success, 

The best expert opinion in the army and 
the navy has been ‘heard on the needs of 
the army and navy-—heard and overruled. 
It has shown that our navy, splendid in per- 
sonnel, in discipline, in battleship conetruc- 
tion and maintenance, must-be maintained 
and must be perfected in meny departments 
now neglected through a short sighted and 
fallacious economy. It lacks many of the 
adjuncts of a fully efficient and prepared 
naval establishment; it is short of men, it 
is short of destroyers and submarines, it is 
short of swift. cruisers and colliers, It does 
not give its officers experience through 
maneuvers. It is not a striking fleet—and to 
strike, to take the offensive, is defense. 

The best opinion in the army points out 
that we are spending a maximum of money 
for a minimum of results. With a splendid 
personnel we have a wasteful decentraliza- 
tion, an atchai¢ distribution of troops. Our 
officers have no chance to gain the necessary 
experience of handling large bodies of men 
on the scale of actual war. They are given 
no chance to be prepared. 

We bade no adequate naval reserve, no 
adequate army reserve. 

This republic, profoundly dedicated to 
peace, needs no gigantic war establishment. 
But it needs ons that is adequate to the de- 
fense of its interests. It needs one that is, 
within its limits, a mode of harmonious effi- 
ciency. ö 

To provide such is the only real economy. 
and the American people would demand it 


i they did not imagine they possessed it. 


It is because our policy is not on the broad 
base of public common sense, but is entan- 
gled with political tacties and congressional 
short sightedness, that our moderate navy 
and army establighments are not perfected 
according to our needa: 

This does not mean great addition to our 
expenditures. It means wise readjust- 
ments. Congress, that spends millions on 
pensions and millions more on pork, should 
rise above the catch-vote passion and the 
parish appetite for appropriations and 
asstre to the republic an army and navy as 
modern, proportionate, perfectly equipped 


make it. 

An army and navy should be as well made 
to insure peace as to make war. That is the 
only real economy, and history has proved it. 

The senate conferees should refuse to 
recede from the two battleship provision.

Loom, June 4.—J. Bruce Iamay told the 
British court of inquiry today that it hed 
been planned to drive the Titanic at full 
apeed during a few favorable hours of its 
first trip and that he considered Capt. Smith 
tun justified in going at full speed through 
the ice region so long ae weather conditions 
made it possible to see ice ahead, 

Lord Mersey, the head of the court serhich 
ig inquiring into the disaster, repeated the 
question whether the witness thought the 
captain justified in his action, adding, at 
either day or night?” 

Ismay replied in the affirmative.

Ismay, when the investigation was resumed 
today, told the court the chief engineer had 
arranged before the steamer left Queené- 
town for New York that, weather being fa- 
vorable on either Monday or Tuesday, the 
vessel would be driven at full speed for a few 
hours. 

He also said a wireless diapatch, which 


indicated to him that the Titanic would 
reach the ice region on Sunday evening. The 
collision occurred shortly before midnight 
Sunday night. 

Ismay insisted he had nothing to do with 
the navigation of the ship, but r Rufus 
Isaacs continued to press him regarding the 
epeed of the Titanic and the warnings of ice 
in ite path which were received. The attor- 
ney also complained that the witness was 
not frank,

LOSER NEVER IS FORCED. 


New York, June 4.—[Special.)—Charles 
White, the Chicago featherweight who re- 
‘cently defeated Owen Moran and Johnny 
Dundee up the state, made his bow at the 
St. Nicholas Athjetic club tonight in a ten 
round bout with Young Shugrue of Jersey 
City. Although White was the winner on 
points, he did not come up to expectations. 
He was either under a pull or overrated. 
Shugrue carried the fight to him all the 
way, but White’s cleverness enabled him to 
avoid practically all the dangerous blows. 
He did not begin to show anything until the 
fourth round, when he proceeded to out- 
punch the Jersey man in a way that made the 
scoffers close their faces. After that White 
showed the greater skill, but at no time was

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Nurses in Cael 
Condemn Kitchen Duty. 


‘AKING butter balls in the kitchen of a 
‘hospital is not the duty of student 
nurses, according to three of the epeak- 

g ers at yesterday’s session of the annual 
meeting of the American Society of Su- 
perintendents of Training Schools for Nurses, | 
Hospital owners and ers were denounced 
for alleged breaking of 
student nurses by putting the students into the | 
kitchen. 
A committee was appointed to look into effi- 
ciency hospital management in order to pre- 


vent girls seeking to become nurses being a8 


signed househola and clerical duties. Miss 


Mary M. Riddle of Massachusetts asserted the 


hospital should pay for all service of the nurse 
8 not aid the nurse more than the hos- 
pital. 

“You will hear the directors declare every 
nurse in their institutions costs them from 
$1,200 to $1,604 or more,” he said “The 
amount depends upon the repairs the hospital 
puts in. Student nurses are not paid when 
they are given $6 to $10 a month. It is simply 
an allowance to cover certain demands made by 
the hospital or training school. 

— 

“When a girl contracts to give her services 
for three years to the hospital for the opportu- 
nities she will receive in learning to care for 
the sick,” Miss Riddle continued, “it is not 
right that she be put into the kitchen to make 
butter balls and toast for months dt a time 
just because she can do it well. When a nurse 
is assigned to duties other than nose for which 
she has contracted the other party to the contract 
is breaking his agreement. If a nurse offended 
in a like manner she would be dismissed in a 


manner which would disqualify her for any 
other school. 


“She is deprived of other just compensations, 


‘ such as private nursing. The public and hos- 


pital managers bewail a lack of educated women 
seeking to become nurses. The only reason 


they are forced to seek undesirable applicants 


is because they make the conditions intolerable 
for an educated gall 


“The nurse ghould ha confined to nursing 
work,” said Miss Clara Noyes of New York. 
“There are no splendid opportunities offered 
her in answering the telephone and .ending the 
door. . Nurses are put into the kitchen because 
they do the work better and with leas pay than 
a regular servant.” : 

“Twelve hour duty for student nurses is 
prevalent except where eight or ten hour laws 

said Miss Anna C. Jamme of Rochester, 
Minn, “Girls are put to Work at 7 o’clock at 
night and work until 7 in the morning. Usu- 
ally they are terribly overworked. They! must’ 
go to the icebox to pick up their midnight 
lunches, Often they are immature, timid, and 
| physically incapable of meeting all the require- 
ments made upon them. Such nurses are no 
credit to an institution. Intelligence, justice, 
and foresight should be used by hospital man- 
agers.”’

The Young Onion. 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 

HAT crisp delicateness, that agreeably bit- 
ing twinge, even the feeling which comes 
with the eating of the forbidden thing, all 
provoke a. desire among onion lovers. to 
eat the scallion a few times in its season, 

come what will... No social canon or prospect 
can hinder a large number of people from en- 
joying this green thing, but the disgust and in- 
tolerance of friends for the onion odor does act 
as a constant restraint on a large number of 
people who freely say “I love em.“ 

If the remonstrant is in the family indulgence 
for the others is indeed difficult, for one onion 
hating member of even @ large family, backed 
bythe social stigma attached to onion esting, 
may easily prohibit the use of the vegetable ex- 
cept for light seasoning in places where ite 
presence will not be observable but where its 
absence would be most notideable. 

A physician writing in the May number of 
“The Dietetic and Hygienic Gazette” on The 
Vegetable Foods Fat People. Should Favor” de- 


votes nearly half of an article of considerable | 


length to the onion. He begins as follows: 
One of the best signs of real and useful prog- 
Tress in the present day is the close and scien- 
tific attention which is given to the accurate 
determination of the varying nutriment values 
of the different food substances we use daily.” 

After recording the beginning and progress of 
this interest he says: 
I accord first place is the onion.” Perhaps to 
justify himself he quotes some of the poetic 
things that have been said about the onion, in- 
cluding that of Robert Louis Stevenson, who. 
‘called it the poetic soul of the salad bowl. He 
does not mention the fact that one prominent 
Englishman has said that people would better 
be without noses than without onions. 

“There is no question but that for qualities 
of all round excellence the onion cannot be ex- 
celled,” says this writer. “Greatly in its favor 
is the fact that on account of the nu less 
ways in which it call be prepared and presented 
one never tires of onions, as is the case with 
some other vegetables.“ , 


— 

He next takes up the antiseptic and prophy- 
lactie powers of the onion. “ The antiseptic ef- 
fect is found to be active in the large bowel, 
where imperfectly digested food may be stag- 
nating and causing autointoxication. In this 
condition of onions to the diet will result in the 


bowel being practically disinfected, and, in fact, 


the whole system will be cleansed. 

“The stimulant properties of the onfon are 
well known. . „ Those who are weak and 
feeble in health “will find that the free use of 
onions will act as a tonic and give them new 
strength. The prophylactic attribute of the 
onion is proyed by the custom, ages old and not 
confined: to/ any part of the world, of giving 
young infants onion juice during the cold 
weather in order to protect them against ca- 
tarrh, bronchitis, and similar affections.” 

Boiled Young Green Onions.—The final para- 
graph on the onion in this article is: “I would 
like to mention here a way of using young green 
onions, often cailed scallions, which are some- 
times indulged in (raw) on occasions when pri- 
vacy, during and after eating them, is possible. 
Boil them and serve them like 12 on 
toast if desired, and you will find that none of 
their delicate flavor is lost, while there is not 
the odor imparted to the breath as when they 
are eaten raw. The smaller the ‘young onions 
the better for this. purpose.” 

Of course it would be for social reasons alone 
that the young onion would ever be prepared in 
this way, but those who thoroughly make up 
their mind to eat onions usually think that they 
will be no more anathematized for a strong 
odor than a weak,

panionship of Dr. Rumely, first in England, and 
afterwards in Germany. He was then an undergraduate, 
fresh from à conventional private school. Even at that 
‘early time he had an unusual fund of information, 
but of the many 1 he was able to discuss, 
there were two which would never fail to rouse him to 
enthusiasm. One was the urgent need of scientific 
methods in the farm practice of America; the other was 
the idea of a school for boys—literally for boys, not for 
bread-needy pedagogues, ecclesiastical propagandists 
or municipal vote-catchers.

q Interlaken today is a school in which academic stan- 
dards are.at least up to the average level, yen not 
even yet up to a desirable level. But with a substan- 
tial physical basis, and ethical training reduced to a 
stem, it will now set itself resolutely to a solution of 
the purely academic problems. Though this is a pre- 
paratory school, scholarship is not the primary consid- 
eration, Yet we shall undoubtedly succeed in placing 
scholarship on a higher plane than is customary in 
this country; and that for a reason which involves a 
big principle in Interlaken education—the boy’s own 
will-to-do developed to act upon a carefully instilled 
seriousness and life purpose. 1 


But Interlaken, no matter how successful along 

academic lines, will never offer mere scholarship as 
a recommendation, The justification for its existence 
must be found in the fact that it is socially conscious. 
It realizes that the citizenship of the American Common- 
wealth has for some time been subjected to many insid-
